FUNDING SUMMARY

Total Funding Summary
Senate File 435, as amended by H-1297, appropriates a total of $36.4 million from the General Fund and
1,569.0 FTE positions for FY 2014. This is an increase of $1.0 million and 71.0 FTE positions compared to
estimated FY 2013. Appropriates $87.9 million from other funds. This is an increase of $6.3 million
compared to estimated FY 2013.

 General Fund - Department of Agriculture and Land Stewardship (DALS)
Appropriates a total of $18.0 million from the General Fund and 373.0 FTE positions for FY 2014. This is an
increase of $500,000 and 35.0 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2013 for operations.

 General Fund - Department of Natural Resources (DNR)
Appropriates a total of $14.9 million from the General Fund and 1,146.0 FTE positions for FY 2014. This is
an increase of $250,000 and 36.0 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2013 for operations.

 General Fund - Iowa State University (ISU) Veterinary
Appropriates $3.5 million and 50.0 FTE positions to the Veterinary DiagnosticDiagnostic Laboratory: 

Laboratory for FY 2014. This is an increase of $250,000 compared to estimated FY 2013.

 FY 2015 Appropriations
The FY 2015 appropriations are equal to 85.0% of the FY 2014 appropriations. The one exception is the FY
2014 appropriation from the Agriculture Management Account in the Groundwater Protection Fund for an
online Manure Applicator Certification Program.

NEW PROGRAMS, SERVICES, OR ACTIVITIES

Appropriates $250,000 from the Agriculture Management Account of the Groundwater Protection Fund to
the DNR for the implementation of an online Manure Applicator Certification Program contingent on the
passage of HF 312 (Manure Applicator Education Program Bill). This is a one-time appropriation.
